AMERICAN BOOK-TRADE BIBLICG- 
RAPHY. I. 
AT THE BEGINNING OF THE 19th CENTURY. 

Tue American bookseller was not so badly 
equipped with trade helps at the beginning of 
this century as his descendants might imagine. 
The modern bookseller is apt to date the. be- 
ginning of American book-trade bibliography 
from: ‘‘ The American Booksellers’ Complete 
Reference Trade List,” compiled by Alexander 
V. Blake, published by Simeon Ide, of Clare- 
mont, N. H., in 1847.1 He is apt to forget that 
those engaged in the sale of books were always 
kept more or less posted upon the issues of the 
press in this country, and also on the more 
important books brought out in England, from 
the time Stephen Day set up the first press in 
Cambridge, Mass., in 1640, until American 
book-trade bibliography was finally established 
in 1849, by the issue of the first volume of 
Roorbach's ‘‘ Bibliotheca Americana,’ which 
covered the period from 1820 to 1848 inclusive. 

Roorbach did not start his catalogue with the 
beginning of the century, very likely because 
while the printing press of this country was 
fairly active from 1639 to 1776—turning out an 
average of about sixty books a year, if almanacs, 
sermons, and laws are counted—after that period 
the national enterprise found many other fields 
beside literature for its energies ; and, though 
there are most honored names which make the 
exception, it was not till about the year 1820 
that America may be said to have come into 
possession of a national literature. 

The output of books before 1820 being lim- 
ited, and largely of a local character, when not 
reprints of standard English literature, it was 
an easy matter for the bookseller of the eigh- 
teenth century to keep himself posted on the 
new issues of the press by means of the printers’ 
lists, and by the advertisements that appeared 
regularly, in the earlier days in the magazines,

and later in the newspapers. As the public in 
those days was composed of deliberate readers 
rather than skimmers, who possessed them- 
selves thoroughly of one book before they en- 
tertained the purchase of another, the demand 
was naturally less active for new books than 
now, and the bookseller had ample leisure both 
to gather and to distribute his novelties. 

With the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
or contemporaneously with the revival of liter- 
ature, the bookseller became more enterprising 
in distributing his own and his colleagues’ books 
by means of suitable catalogues. Such firms 
as Mathew Carey of Philadelphia, T. & J. 
Swords of New York, and Greenleaf & West of 
Boston, not to extend the list, issued, even be- 
fore 1800, full lists not only of the books printed 
by them, but also of those issued by other 
American printers and booksellers, as well as 
of those imported by them from England. 

So important had the book trade in America 
become by that time that its members felt the 
need of closer organization and of a general trade 
catalogue. The organization was accomplished 
in 1802, when the American Company of Book- 
sellers was formed, and the catalogue was real- 
ized in the issue, in 1804, of the ‘‘ Catalogue of 
all the Books printed inthe United States... . 
Published by the Booksellers in Boston.”* Both 
of these events in the early book trade were 
fully described in the issues of THE PUBLISHERS’ 
WEEKLY for May 16, 1896, and June 6, 1896, 
and therefore need no fuller notice here. 

With the issue of this ‘‘ 1804 Catalogue”’ the 
foundation was laid for American book-trade 
bibliography in the nineteenth century. Un- 
fortunately the catalogue could not be kept 
alive and was discontinued after its first issue. 
The American Booksellers’ Company soon af- 
ter met with the same fate, and the bookseller 
was again obliged to rely upon the individual 
catalogues of the publishers, at that time be- 
ginning to form a distinct branch of the trade, 
though they still remained booksellers in the 
narrower sense, and upon the advertisements in

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the newspapers* which by that time had become 
numerous and had also considerably improved. 
Foremost among the latter helps for the book- 


seller was Zhe Port Folio* begun by Joseph Den- 
nie (‘‘Oliver Oldschool, Esq.”) in 1801. The 
most eminent literary men in the country were 


contributors to its columns, and, from the be- 
ginning until it was discontinued, its records 


of new and forthcoming books were full and 
complete enough to answer the immediate 
needs of the bookseller. 

From 1819 to 1827 the records of new books 
in Zhe Port Folio were supplemented by the 
quarterly lists of new books in the North A meri- 
can Review, and continued by it until A. P. 
Peabody assumed the editorial management in 
1844.4 In1828 K. v. Behr, a German bookseller 


*In 1801 there were published in the United States 
about 200 newspapers. Ten of these were published in 
New Hampshire ; twenty-six in Massachusetts; four in 
Rhode Island ; seventeen in Connecticut; eight in Ver- 
mont; thirty-eight in New York; eight in New Jersey;

of American Literature,’ the forerunner of 
Allibone’s so-called ‘‘ Critical Dictionary of Eng- 
lish Literature,” inaugurated the system of fur- 
nishing his customers, booksellers as well as 
private buyers, with printed lists of the latest 
books. These, after his death, were continued 
by his former clerk, Orville A. Roorbach, and 
in a rather uncertain way filled the gap left by 
the discontinuance of the lists by the orth 
American Review until Simeon Ide published

In an unguarded moment one of Brentano’s 
representatives, on his own responsibility and 
in ignorance of the understanding between his 
firm and the Waterman Company that the pens 
were not to be sold under the established price, 
sold to Macy’s buyer one gross of the pens. 
When Simon Brentano was informed of the 
transaction he promptly informed Mr. Water- 
man, and also wrote to R. H. Macy & Co., ex- 
plaining that Brentano's were bound not to sell 
the ‘‘Ideal” pens under a certain price, and 
that they had been sold to Macy & Co by one 
of his employees who was in ignorance of this 
understanding between the Waterman Com- 
pany and Brentano’s. Mr. Brentano requested 
that the goods be returned, offering to reim- 
burse Macy & Co. for the money expended in 
advertising the sale of the pens.

INJUNCTION AGAINST THE KINGDOM 
PUBLISHING CO. REMOVED. 


THE KINGDOM PUBLISHING COMPANY, Min- 
neapolis, Minn., against which the American 
Bock Company obtained a temporary injunc- 
tion, restraining it from publishing George A. 
Gates’ book, ‘‘A Foe to American Schools,” 
has succeeded in having the injunction re- 
moved. Judge C. B. Elliott concludes his de- 
cision in granting the order by saying: ‘‘ It is 
true that a man’s business is property, and 
that a direct attack upon property will be en- 
joined. Every libel upon a business man’s 
character for honesty is necessarily an injury 
in his business. For such injury he is given 
an action in damages. Of a bill similar to the 
one in the case at bar Lord Coleridge said: ‘‘ It 
is an attemptto give color to the application 
by saying that these are libellous publications, 
which will injure property; and then in order 
to defend the proposition it is said that the 
business of the company and the good-will of 
the company is property; that the company 
inits property will be injured, and that there- 
fore the interference of the court is asked for 
the protection of property. But with regard 
to nine out of ten libels the same thing might 
be said. Things are written of men or cor- 
porations which have an effect upon their char- 
acter, and upon their trade or business. But 
no case can be produced in which under those 
circumstances the court of chancery has inter- 
fered. 

‘* The allegation that the defendants are in- 
solvent is not sufficient to confer jurisdiction. 
The Constitution does not say that citizens who 
are able to respond in damages ‘may speak, 
write, and publish their statements, being re- 
sponsible for the abuse of such right,’ and that 
those who have no property not exempt from 
execution shall remain silent. 

‘* This pamphletis a serious attack upon the 
business methods of the American Book Com- 
pany. I find no power, however, in this court 
to prevent such criticism.” 

The American Book Company has taken an 
appeal from this decision. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


Marcus CHANDLER, who was the manager of 
the Newark News Company for more than a 
quarter of acentury, died on the 4th inst. at 
Ocean Grove, N. J., where he had been staying 
for three months by advice of his physicians. 
He was best known as Major Chandler, and rep- 
resented the American News Company in New- 
ark. He was born in Michigan seventy-four 
years ago, and entered the newspaper business 
with Agens & Co.,in Newark, in the early six- 
ties, being employed later in the same business 
by Charles A. Wallen. He started the whole- 
sale business for himself in 1870. He handled 
all of the New York papers going to Newark for 
years, besides supplying all of the newsdealers 
with periodicals and much of their stationery. 
He leaves a widow, two daughters, and a son. 


ROBERT JOHNSTON FINLEY, manager of the 
McClure Newspaper Syndicate, died suddenly 
at his home, in New York City, on the oth inst. 
Mr. Finley, who was twenty-nine years old, 
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was born near Ottawa, Ill. Hewasa graduate 
of Knox College at Galesburg, of which his 
brother, John H. Finley, is now president.

Hopkins, and came to New York six years 
ago. He was associated with Albert Shaw on 
the American edition of the Review of Reviews.

Lamson, Wotrre & Co. will publish shortly 
‘*Diomed, or, the life, travels, and observa- 
tions of a dog,”’ by John Sergeant Wise, of Vir- 
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ginia, with illustrations by J. Linton Chapman. 
A story of African savages and religious mys- 
teries, by Mrs. Mabel Fuller Blodgett, entitled 
‘‘At the Queen’s Mercy,” with illustrations by 
Henry Sandhan, is just ready. 


BOOKMEN in and near New York City will be 
glad to know that formalin will destroy the 
croton bug responsible for the ruin of so many 
fine bindings. Dr. John S. Billings, director 
of the New York Public Library, has made a 
number of successful experiments with /forma- 
Jin in destroying bacteria germs in books and 
papers as well as in getting rid of other book- 
pests. 


THE Booksellers’ Association of Alabama 
have elected the following officers for the year: 
L. N. Woodruff, of Montgomery, president ; 
Zack Smith, of Birmingham, vice-president ; 
W. L. Butler, of Selma, secretary and treas- 
urer. A committee on correspondence was 
appointed, and instructed to communicate at 
once with the school-book publishers, with a 
view to securing a reduction in prices of school- 
books. 


‘THE History OF CuRRENCY,” by W. A. 
Shaw, the third edition of which was recently 
published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, has been 
translated into French by M. Raffalovich, and 
is to be issued in Paris by Guillauman. The 
favorable reception which this work has met 
with at the hands of students of political econo- 
my, in Europe and America, has led to its trans- 
lation into Japanese by Prof. J. Shinobu, prin- 
cipal of the Kurume Commercial College in 
Fuknoka-Ken (Kiu-Shiu). 


ELKIN MATHEWS, London, has in prepara- 
tion a little book by Mr. Jacobi, the manager 
of the Chiswick Press. It will be entitled 
‘‘Gesta Typ»graphica,” and is a collection of 
printers’ sayings and doings, facetious and 
otherwise. In his preface Mr. Jacobiremarks: 
‘‘The printer in his own sphere is usually a 
humorous person, and a collection of his wit 
and wisdom has been thought not uninterest- 
ing.” ‘*Gesta Typographica”’ will be a fitting 
companion to the American book on the same 
subject, entitled ‘‘ Secrets of the Sanctum.” 


FoR many years copies of 7Zauchnitz editions 
have been introduced wholesale into England, 
but within the last few weeks a special order 
has been issued to all Customs officers at 
Dover, Folkestone, Queenborough, and Har- 
wich to search carefuliy for any concealed 
books, with the result that hundreds of copies 
are daily confiscated. At Dover a whole port- 
manteau full of new Zauchnitz editions was 
seized by the Customs officers, and five minutes 
later a lady was discovered with no fewer than 
eighteen of the neat little volumes carefully 
packed at the bottom of hertrunks. In fact, 
in almost every person’s baggage there are one 
or two of the books. 


THE CAxTon Cus of Chicago announces 
a reprint of John Phoenix's ‘‘ Phoenixiana.” 
John Vance Cheney, librarian of the Newberry 
Library, will edit the two volumes, which will 
have an etched portrait of Captain Derby from 
a painting by F. P, Carpenter, a preface by the 
editor, and an appendix containing an unpub- 
lished Satirical ‘‘order” relating to the dis. 
bursing officers of the United States Army, 
Derby's famous proposed changes in the uni. 
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forms of the United States Army, with five 
illustrations from drawings by Derby, repro- 
duced in colors. The volume will be embel- 
lished with about ten humorous illustrations, 
published for the first time, from original pen 
sketches by the author. 


FRANK A. MUNSEY, editor and publisher of 
Munsey’s Magazine, The Argosy, and The Puri- 
tan, on the gth inst. entered the field of book 
publishers by bringing out a first edition of 
10,000 copies of a story entitled ‘‘A Princess 
and a Woman,” written by Robert McDonald. 
The venture is remarkable for the fact that his 
first book, while well printed on fine, heavy 
paper, and bound in cloth, will be sold to the 
reader for 25 cents. This revolution in prices 
of books is an outgrowth of the reduction in 
the cost of magazines, which was brought 
about, we believe, by Mr. Munsey, and has 
been followed successfully by several periodi- 
cals other than his. The next book from the 
Munsey press will be ‘‘ The Affair at Isling- 
ton,” by Matthew White, Jr. 


ACCORDING to German chemists, writing ink, 
whether it be black, blue, or red, is dangerous, 
it being the home of disease-breeding bacteria, 
micrococci, and saprophytes. This conclusion 
has been reached after an examination of Ger- 
man school inks, a bacillus from which was 
cultivated and proved fatal to mice in four 
days. Writing ink and its cousin, printing 
ink, have always been considered somewhat 
dangerous materials, and both of them have 
been known to lead to fatal results, especially 
in the South and West. This discovery, how- 
ever, according to Zhe American Stationer. 
‘‘demonstrates that there is a new use to 
which the former can be put. For instance, 
instead of returning tender missives they can 
be used to cleanse a house of mice, while cred- 
itors’ bills and dunning letters can be substi- 
tuted for rat poisons.” 


THE sale of Charles W. Frederickson’s libra- 
ry reached the total of $19,200, or an average 
of $8 per lot. The books once owned by 
Charles Lamb fetched surprisingly high prices. 
The famous black-letter Chaucer was bought 
by Charles Scribner’s Sons for $340; ‘‘ The 
History of Philip de Commines”’ was bought 
by Charles Scribner’s Sons for $180; ‘‘ The 
Life of John Buncle” went to Dodd, Mead & 
Co., for $55; Godwin’s ‘‘Antonio”’ wastaken up 
by Dodd, Mead & Co. for $300: More’s ‘*‘ Philo- 
sophicall Poems” was secured by George D. 
Smith for $170; Suckling’s ‘‘ Fragmenta” was 
bought by Dodd, Mead & Co. for $270; Rey- 
nolds’ ‘‘The Triumphs of God’s Revenge 
Agaynst ... Murther” was bought for $110 
by Charles Scribner’s Sons, who also secured 
Ben Jonson’s works for $375, and Shakespeare's 
Poems for $210; Donne’s Poems were secured 
by Dodd, Mead & Co. for $150; and Drayton’s 
works were bought by Harry B. Smith, the 
composer, for $250.

HENRY WIEGAND, alias Michael Koshofski, 
was arrested May 27, for petty larceny, upon 
complaint of the Theosophical Publishing Co. 
Early in April, a man giving his name as 
‘*Michell,” and his address as 510 East 112th 
Street, New York, called upon T. E. Comba, 
the New York agent of the Theosophical Pub- 
lishing Co., and stated that he wished to buy 
some books for a friend provided he would be 
allowed a commission. Mr. Comba consented 
to give a commission, and after asking for a 
catalogue Michell went away. On April 14 he 
returned with a letter purporting to be from 
Leon Levi, of Yonkers, N. Y., which was ac- 
companied by a check for $17.63 and an order 
for books to that amount. Mr. Comba paid 
Michell his commission of $3.52 before he de- 
posited the check. Onthe following day Mr. 
Comba received a postal-card signed Leon Levi, 
requesting that the books be held until he 
might be able to call and select others. On 
the same day the check which Michell had 
given was returned by the Yonkers bank 
marked ‘‘no account.” A letter directed 
to Levi was returned* by the _ post-office 
marked ‘‘not known.” Another letter to a 
firm in Chicago with whom Michell claimed to 
be connected elicited the information that 
Michell was not known, and that no person 
answering his description had ever been in the 
firm’s employ. On May 27 Michell, who in 
court gave his name as Henry Wiegand, was 
met by Mr. Comba on Fourteenth Street, and 
was promptly arrested. In default of bail he 
was committed to prison until hiscase comes up 
fortrial. Investigation shows that Michell on 
November 25, 1881, under the name of Michael 
Koshofski, was sent to state prison for three 
years for passing a worthless check on Tiffany 
& Co. In 1884 he was committed to prison for 
five years for passing a worthless check on 
Mitchell, Vance & Co.

TWENTY YEARS FROM WILKESBARRE. — P. 
O'Shea, the Catholic publisher, of 19 Barclay 
Street, New York, received on June 8 a postal- 
card which was mailed to him at Wilkesbarre, 
Pa., twenty years ago by one of his agents. 
It miscarried in some manner and got into the 
hands of some person who remailed it at 6:30 
o’clock on the evening of June 7, in the district 
covered by Branch Station C, at Bank and 
Hudson Streets, New York. It bears the 
mailing stamp ofthat station and the receiving 
stamp of the General Post-Office, showing that 
it reached the latter place at eight o’clock on 
Monday evening, June 7. Besides the two 
New York Post-Office stamps it bears a Wilkes- 
barre stamp of August 14, and the message on 
the reverse side is dated Wilkesbarre, August 
14, 1877. Mr. O'Shea was in business at 37 
Barclay Street at that time, but in 1879 re- 
moved to his present quarters. He does not 
remember the agent, who signs himself P. W. 
‘*Cray,” ‘‘Corey,” or ‘‘Carey.” The postal- 
card reads as follows: 

Wilks Barre Pa., Aug. 14 77 

Dear Sir this isto Let you know That I did not give 
up the business yet only i did not feel well this three 
weeks Past also the times ben disturbed as they Are 
throughout the coal region and nothing Doing at Pressant 
Even if i was in perfect health i would not or could not 
do any Business at the Pressant time as soon as works stir 
up and be in operation again i will Commence and get 


goods from you. 
Pleas write a postal card let me know how things is.
